INTRODUCTION 


This book is designed as a guide to federal 
government programs, services and resources specifically 
designed for women, or of special interest to women. 


When the Royal Commission on the Status of 
Women tabled its report in 1970, it included specific 
recommendations for government action to provide greater 
equality for Canadian women. Responding to these recom- 
mendations, the federal government not only introduced 
legislative changes, but also put in place a variety of 
special programs and services to provide assistance to 
women. The companion book to Federal Services for Women 
is Status of Women in Canada and it outlines all federal 
activity on status of women issues, including all legisla- 
tive changes designed to provide women equal rights and 
responsibilities. 


Federal Services for Women was first published 
in 1975 by Information Canada as a special project for 
International Women's Year. It has proven a useful 
guide and for this reason the Office of the Co-ordinator, 
Status of Women will be up-dating it on a regular basis.

MINISTER RESPONSIBLE FOR THE STATUS OF WOMEN 


A Minister of the Cabinet, currently the 
Honourable Marc Lalonde, is responsible for status of 
women concerns. This includes ensuring that the govern- 
ment's principles regarding the elimination of discrim- 
ination against women and the promotion of equality 
between men and women are applied in all government 
policies and programs. 


The Minister informs the government of women's 
needs and suggests policies and programs that he considers 
appropriate and necessary. 


MINISTER RESPONSIBLE FOR THE STATUS OF WOMEN 


Grants to Organizations 


The Minister Responsible for the Status of Women 
(Health and Welfare Minister Marc Lalonde) has funds 
available for national women's organizations or national 
organizations having a status of women component, to help 


them promote public awareness of the position of women in 
Canada. 


The objectives of the granting program are as 
follows: 


= ane help women's organizations develop projects 
that will support education and development among 
their members on status of women and related issues; 


- to help women's organizations with projects designed 
to increase public awareness of the position of women 
in society; 


- to help those women's organizations which seek 
specifically to improve the position of women in 
society, in developing ways of co-ordinating their 
activities.

OFFICE OF THE CO-ORDINATOR, STATUS OF WOMEN 


Many federal government departments have 
responsibility centres which deal with status of women 
matters. The office of the Co-ordinator, ctatus Of 
Women is the central contact point for all of these 
responsibility centres. The office monitors depart- 
mental activities to ensure that they are in line with 
policies promoting equality between the sexes, and co- 
ordinates attempts to improve the status of women. It 
also provides assistance and advice to departments where 
neededs 


The Co-ordinator reports directly to the Minister 
Responsible for the Status of Women and assists him in 
discharging his responsibilities. 


Although much of its work concerns government 
departments, the office also performs an important 
public information and liaison function. The office 
answers queries and responds to requests for information 
and publishes a quarterly newsletter, "Information - 
Status of Women". The office maintains contact with 
women's organizations and individuals across the country 
in order both to learn what the public feels should be 
done, and to tell those iterested what is happening now. 


The office is not equipped to deal with personal 
complaints that do not have broad implications for the 
status of women. Individual complaints are best ad- 
dressed to one of the responsibility centres described 
in this book. However, it welcomes comments, letters 
and submissions on topics of current concern to women 
and is also happy to receive covies of reports and papers 
on status of women matters.

The primary task of the Advisory Council on the 


Status of Women (ACSW) is to improve the status of women 
in Canada. 


Created as an independent body in 1973 with a 
mandate to advise the federal government and FEPOLrt, ito 
the public on matters pertaining to the status of women, 
the ACSW makes recommendations for changes in legislation 
and for other action to improve the position of women in 
Canadian society. 


The 30 member Council is representative of all 
the provinces and territories and members are appointed 
for threes year terms. They play a.vital role in’ pro- 
moting the work and concerns of the ACSW through stimula- 
ting informed discussions on status of women issues among 
thousands of Canadians in all walks of life. 


The Council supports and has available a variety 
of publications ranging from academic studies to pamph- 
lets and brochures documenting probléms of concern to 
Canadian women. Background papers and research providing 
a basis for recommendations are prepared with the help of 
Saomall Gttice staff. The: Council also Maintains & 
documentation centre which may be consulted for research 
purposes.

Special Adviser for the Integration of Women in Development 


Women in developing countries face problems 
imposed upon them by social traditions as well as by 
ecological and sexual imperatives. The current pace of 
change in women's lives brought about by multi-national 
development schemes has often caused serious imbalance 
in the traditional relationships of men and women without 
easing the cultural constraints placed upon them. Women 
in developing countries now find that technical develop- 
ment can result in their personal impoverishment. The 
Canadian International Development Agency (CIDA) 
recognizes that women in developing countries need 
assistance in determining their own priorities for 
improvement in standards of health and education, and 
for complete participation in the economy and in poli- 
tical life at all levels, without further detriment to 
their current incomes and status. 


The position of special adviser on the integra- 
tion of women in developwent has been established to 
ensure that CIDA's programs take full account of the 
effects of development upon women, particularly in the 
poorest rural and urban areas of program and project 
countries. The adviser must anticipate the consequences 
of development planning and implementation on women's 
lives and she is expected to advise on practical means 
to ensure full participation of women at all levels in 
the development process. She is responsible for 
initiating methods to safeguard wherever needed the 
social, political, economic, educational, and health 
interests of women in CIDA's international aid activities. 


The Special Adviser acts as CIDA's contact 
expert in all policy actions and planning concerning 
women in develoving countries.

CANADIAN PENITENTIARY SERVICES 


Community Relations and Special Programs 


The Director of Community Relations and Special 
Programs is responsible for monitoring policies and co- 
ordinating programs designed for groups of incarcerated 
offenders with special needs. This includes attention to 
the particular needs of female offenders. The Director 
also acts as liaison between the Canadian Penitentiary 
Services and the National Advisory Committee on Female 
Offenders and is responsible for overseeing implementa- 
tion of the committee's recommendations. 


In addition, it is on the Director's recom- 
mendation that the Canadian Penitentiary Service enters 
into contractual agreements with community organizations 
that wish to provide services to or initiate special 
programs for incarcerated offenders.

In one way or another the mandate and activi- 
ties of Health and Welfare Canada affect all Canadians. 
The number and scope of the department's programs and 
services make it impossible, and beyond the intent of 
this guidebook, to include them all. Those described 
here were chosen as being of particular relevance to 
women's needs. This is not to say that such areas as 
day care, health care and family planning are solely 
female responsibilities but rather that they are a fact 
of life for a great proportion of Canadian women.

Family Planning 


The Family Planning Division provides free birth 
control information on request to voluntary associations 
and individuals. 


In addition Family Planning Grants are available 
to provincial, territorial and municipal governments, 
voluntary associations and universities for support of 
family planning services and demonstration, training and 
research projects. These grants are intended to increase 
public awareness of family planning and to make family 
planning methods and services more readily available.

Family Allowances 


The 1973 Family Allowances Plan vrovides for a 
monthly allowance for every child under the age of 18. 
The amount of the allowance is increased every January 
in accord with any cost of living wincrease. 


Provincial governments, however, may request 
that more or less than this amount be paid in their 
province for children of a given age or in families of 
a given size. 


Family allowances are taxable as income of the 
person who claims a tax exemption for the child. If no 
one claims the child as a tax exemption, then the 
allowances become taxable income of the person who 
receives them. Payment is normally made to the mother. 


Family Allowances application forms are avail- 
able at any post office and at maternity hospitals. 
Completed forms should be sent to your regional Family 
Allowances office. Regional offices are located in the 
provincial capitals. Telephone numbers are listed 
under "Government of Canada, Family Allowances."

Day Care 


The National Day Care Information Centre provides 
a variety of information about day care including biblio- 
graphies, brochures about the types of day care services 
available and a quarterly newsletter which covers current 
developments in Canada and abroad and reviews recent 
literature. The centre has developed information packages 
about nutrition, facilities and equipment, parent involve- 
ment, children with special needs and day care abroad. [In 
addition, a consultant is available to participate in con- 
ferences, seminars and workshops on day care. 


The Canada Assistance Plan provides on-going 
support for day care services to low income families 
through cost-sharing arrangements with provinces and 
municipalities. Contributions equaling 50 per cent 
of provincial and municipal expenditures, are made to 
provincial welfare departments. 


Other federal support is available from the 
Department of Indian and Northern Affairs which may 
provide support for day care services which accompany 
adult training programs for people of Indian status. 


The Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation 
can provide assistance toward the capital costs of 
constructing day care centres when the centres are 
related to housing projects financed by CMHC and where 
need has been shown.

Physical Fitness 


The Fitness and Amateur Sport Program is designed 
to improve the physical fitness of Canadians by encouraging 
greater participation in physical recreation and amateur 
sport activities. The two main program divisions are Sport 
Canada and Recreation Canada. 


Recreation Canada is responsible for encouraging 
increased participation in physical recreation activities. 


Sport Canada is responsible for improving the 
caliber of competition among Canadian athletes and for 
strengthening participation in Canadian amateur sport. 
The division, which has taken a particular interest in 
investigating women's participation and lack of partici- 
pation in athletics, attempts to identify and understand 
the barriers that discourage many girls and women from 
involvement in sports. 


The division promotes greater female participa- 
tion in sports through encouraging greater recognition of 
the efforts of women athletes and by encouraging women to 
participate not just as athletes but also as coaches, 
administrators and managers. 


Some of Sport Canada's activities have included 
a national conference on women in sport; copies of the 
conference report are available on request. Also avail- 
able is a film, Your Move, about the meaning and worth of 
physical fitness and sports for girls and women. For 
details see the Selected Bibliography, Audio-visual 
materials section. 


The division continues to sponsor research and 
promotion projects. Through the Fitness and Amateur 
Sport Program, support is available for national sport 
and recreation associations, student athletes, interna- 
tionally ranked athletes, and special population groups 
such as women.

Senior Citizens 


Canadians can expect to live longer than their 
parents or grandparents. As a result more and more 
Canadians are faced with questions of financial security 
and physical and social well-being in their later years. 


The problems are magnified for women. Statis- 
tically, women outlive men. Currently, Canadian women 
have a life expectancy of just over 78 years; Canadian 
men have a life expectancy of just under 72 years. Not 
only are there more women over age 65, but they are more 
likely than men to have financial problems, either because 
they were never employed or were employed at low wages. 


The programs described here are part of the 
answer to questions of security and well-being for 
Canadian senior citizens.

Canada Pension Plan 


A growing awareness of women as workers led to 
changes in the Canada Pension Plan (CPP) in 1975 that 
provide equal protection for male and female contributors. 
These amendments mean that besides being eligible for 
retirement pensions and disability protection for them- 
selves, and death benefits payable to their estates, sur- 
vivors and dependent children of both male and female 
contributors are eligible for benefits as follows. 


Benefits for Surviving Spouses 


A monthly pension is payable to the widow/widower 
who at the time of the death of the contributor is over 35 
years of age but is disabled or has dependent children. 


Benefits for Orphans 


A monthly benefit is payable to unmarried depen- 
dent children under 18 and to unmarried dependent children 
between 18 and 25 attending school on a full-time basis. 


Benefits for Children of Disabled: Contributors 


A monthly benefit is payable to unmarried 
dependent children under 18 and to unmarried dependent 
children between 18 and 25 attending school ona full- 
time basis, where the contributor is in receipt of a CPP 
disability pension. 


The Canada Pension Plan has 42 district offices 
and a number of local offices, staffed part-time, in 
smaller cities and towns. For more information, contact 
the office nearest you. Offices are listed in the tele- 
phone book under "Canada Pension Plan." 


Note that the Province of Quebec has its own 
pension plan administered through its own offices.

Old Age Security Pensions 


Old Age Security Pensions are available to 
anyone age 65 or older, who has lived in Canada long 
enough to meet the residence requirements. 


A Guaranteed Income Supplement is available to 
persons who have little or no income other than Old Age 
Security Pension. The amount of the supplement depends 


on the amount of income a person receives in addition to 
the pension.) 


In addition, couples who have little or no 
income other than an Old Age Security Pension may qualify 
for a Spouses Allowance. To be eligible, the spouse 
must be between 60 and 65 years of age and must meet the 
same residence requirements as those for the Old Age 
Security Pension. 


The basic pension and the supplement are increased 
in January, April, July and October each year if the cost 
of living goes up.

Indians and Inuit 


Indians and Inuit living in the provinces or the 
territories receive the standard benefits of provincial 
medical care and hospital insurance programs. Health and 
Welfare Canada supplies these supplementary services when 
required: transportation to health facilities, druys; 
ophthalmic care, prosthetic devices, dental care, care 
for children, immunization, school health services, health 
education, pre-natal, post-natal and well-baby clinics. 


The department also provides funds to Indian and 
Inuit organizations for programs in family planning educa- 
tion, venereal disease prevention and to combat alcoholism 
and drug abuse. 


Doctors, nurses and other health professionals 
attached to the department work in hospitals, nursing 
stations and health centres serving the 260 Indian and 
Inuit communities scattered across the country. 


Yukon and Northwest Territories 


The federal government shares with the Yukon and 
Northwest Territories, as it does with the provinces, the 
cost of medical care and hospital insurance plans. But 
in addition Health and Welfare Canada has set up a compre- 
hensive health program adapted to the conditions of the 
far north. Facilities include eight hospitals, five 
clinics, forty-one nursing stations, seventeen health 
centres and twelve health stations, with an organized 
system of transportation for bringing patients from 
isolated communities to the nearest medical centre. These 
medical centres are provided the services of specialists 
and medical students through contracts with universities.

Professional Training Program 


The Professional Training Program was established 
in 1948 as part of the National Health Grants Program. It 
is administered by the Health Insurance and Resources 
Directorate, Health Programs Branch. 


The program is designed to assist the provinces 
and territories in training health personnel. Grants are 
approved and trainees selected by the provinces and terri- 
tories. 


Grant applications must be made with the appropri- 
ate health department at the provincial or territorial 
level. 


National Welfare Grants 


These grants are awarded to welfare agencies or 
organizations for: short-term demonstration or research 
projects. Projects should be designed to improve the 
delivery or use of social services. Areas of interest 
might include, for example: family and children's services, 
activities relating to public assistance, services to the 
handicapped, changes in welfare legislation and services, 
preventive services or emerging social problems.

The Special Adviser is responsible for studying 
matters regarding the status of women and family relations 
that come within the responsibility of the Department of 
Justice. She is also responsible for formulating proposals 
for developing policy and drafting legislation in such 
areas aS marriage, divorce and family courts. This involves 
contact with other federal departments, and other govern- 
ments, which have specific concerns in these areas.

The Women's Bureau, Rights in Employment Branch, 
is the federal agency responsible for matters directly 
affecting the status of working women in Canada. Since 
its inception in 1954 its objective has been to promote 
awareness and acceptance of women's actual and potential 
role in the labour force. 


Most recently the Women's Bureau has participated 
in the development of the Federal Contracts Affirmative 
Action Program. This is a voluntary program open to 
companies holding contracts with the federal government 
aimed at enhancing employment and career opportunities 
for women. 


Through the joint efforts of Labour Canada and 
the Department of Manpower and Immigration, an audio- 
visual presentation is available to explain the program 
to top level management in private industry. Companies 
that choose to participate are offered guidelines and 
assistance for developing affirmative action plans. 


The Women's Bureau continues to do research 
on the socio-economic status of women and to publicize 
its results. The Bureau also publicizes federal legisla- 
tion affecting working women and provides information 
and speakers, on request, to interested groups and 
organizations. 


In addition, the Women's Bureau maintains 
working relationships with other federal and provincial 
agencies, trade unions, professional associations, 
educational institutions and other organizations to 
ensure exchange of information and co-ordinated action 
with respect to women in the labour force.

A Note on Federal and Provincial Labour Jurisdictions 


Employees governed by federal legislation include 
those working in inter-provincial and international 
industries such as railways, shipping, radio and television 
broadcasting, air transport, banks, most Crown Corporations 
and other undertakings declared by Parliament to be for 
the general advantage of Canada or two or more provinces. 
The majority of business undertakings in Canada come 
under the legislation of the province in which they are 
located. 


Federal civil servants are governed by a 
number of acts, including the Public Service Employment 
Act, which prohibits discrimination on various grounds 
including sex. 


However, the Canadian Human Rights Bill, which 
is expected to be enacted in 1977, will extend protection 
against discrimination to all areas under federal juris- 
diction and supersede, in part, the Public Service 
Employment Act and the Canada Labour Code by providing 
for equal pay for work of equal value performed within 
the same establishment by persons of either sex. 


All other employees not under the jurisdiction 
of the federal government come under provincial labour 
legislation.

It is the policy of the Department of Manpower 
and Immigration to promote actively equal employment 
opportunities for women. In accord with this policy, 
department officers will refuse to fill discriminatory 
job orders, will inform clients of their employment 
rights and, when complaints are presented, will inform 
clients of the proper procedures and direct them to 
the appropriate authorities. 


The Women's Employment Division monitors the 
department's programs and services to ensure that they 
work to promote equal employment opportunities for 
women. Alerting private industry to the potential of 
female workers is another responsibility of the 
division. The division also co-ordinates programs 
with and offers functional guidance to the Regional 
Women's Employment Co-ordinators. 


The Co-ordinators, one for each province, 
assess programs and recommend ways to improve or expand 
services. They establish contact with local women's 
Organizations, employers, unions and federal and 
provincial government departments; investigate com- 
plaints from clients, provide information to news media 
and the general public; advise regional superiors and 
develop employment opportunities.

Creative Job Search Techniques for Women 


Women entering or re-entering the labour force 
can receive training in job hunting skills. They will 
be trained to recognize suitable job opportunities, 
properly fill out application forms and write resumes. 
Clients will also learn how job interviews are conducted 
and how best to handle them.

Outreach Program 


This is a program that contracts with community 
groups to offer programs that complement existing Manpower 
services or extend services to people whose needs are 
not met by Canada Manpower Centres. 


Projects have included provision of employment 
services to women with special needs, for example: women 
returning to the labour force after prolonged absence, 
female prisoners and ex-prisoners, native women and women 
who are single parents. There have been projects which 
explored flexible working arrangements and placement of 
women in traditionally male jobs. 
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MANPOWER AND IMMIGRATION 


Canada Manpower Training Program 


Established in 1967 under the Adult Occupational 
Training Act, this program is designed to help workers 
gain the skills necessary to maintain productive employment 
in a competitive and changing labour market. It is 


available not only to the unemployed but also to the 
underemployed. 


Clients are referred to training courses by a 
Manpower counsellor providing: 


there is or will be a demand for workers in the 
occupation in which they are to be trained; 


.the individuals are capable of benefiting 
from such training; 


.employment prospects will be better than if 
they did not take the training; 


.the training will significantly increase their 
income potential. 
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Canada Works 


Canada Works is a year round job creation 
program that is expected to generate 61,000 jobs. Pre- 
ference will be given to high unemployment areas where 
private industry cannot provide jobs. Projects will 
generally be sponsored by an already existing community 
organization to ensure that they meet local unemployment 
conditions and community needs. 


The emphasis is on generating temporary jobs 
for the already unemployed, and not on drawing people 
into the labour market simply to participate in the 
program. Projects workers will be helped and encouraged 
to return to permanent jobs in private industry when 
projects are completed. 


A similar program, Young Canada Works, is 
designed to supply an additional 21,000 jobs for students 
during the summer. Young Canada Works will emphasize 
projects that meet community needs. 
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PUBLIC SERVICE COMMISSION 


By the terms of the Public Service Employme 
Act, the Public Service Commission (PSC) is basneheibie 
for ensuring that positions in the federal government 
are staffed according to merit, with fairness and without 
discrimination on grounds of sex, race, national origin, 
colour, religion, age or marital status. 


Early in 1975, the status of female public 
servants was evaluated and certain problem areas 
identified. Women were highly concentrated in admin- 
istrative support categories and under-represented in 
middle and upper echelon positions. As a result, the 
average salary levels of women were lower than those 
of men. Also, and perhaps more importantly, women 
had less than desirable participation in policy and 
decision-making. 


To correct this situation, Cabinet issued 
an Equal Opportunity for Women directive in late 1975 
to ensure that, "within a reasonable period of time, 
representation of male and female employees in the 
public service approximates the proportion of gualified 
and interested persons of both sexes available, by 
department, by occupational groups and by level." 


Through the Office of Equal Opportunities 
for Women (EOW) the PSC actively assists departments 
in developing plans for and implementing this policy.

The Office of Equal Opportunities for Women 


In addition to its responsibilities involving 
the Equal Opportunities for Women guidelines, the EOW 
office engages in a number of on-going activities. Among 
these are analyzing statistical data, sponsoring annual 
conferences and co-ordinating an Interdepartmental 
Committee which is composed of departmental representatives. 


The EOW office promotes training programs 
which have been designed by the PSC or outside agencies 
to help women advance their careers. Programs are avail- 
able for several career levels from support staff to 
senior management. 


For those who have yet to begin their careers, 
the EOW office has produced a series of pamphlets designed 
to encourage young women to consider entering traditionally 
non-female occupations. 


Services for public servants outside the National 
Capital Region are being expanded by the appointment of 
EOW Co-ordinators in the Regional Offices. Regional EOW 
Co-ordinators will provide greater co-ordination of 
interdepartmental activites within their region and will 
facilitate implementation of Equal Opportunities for 
Women Guidelines.

The Appeals Branch is responsible for 
administering Section 21 and 31 of the Public Service 
Employment Act. These sections grant employees the 
right to appeal in the following instances: 


-appointment or proposed appointment 
resulting from a closed competition (one open only 
to those already in the public service); 


-appointment or proposed appointment 
resulting from a review of an inventory of personnel; 


-appointment or proposed appointment made 
without competition and without reviewing an inventory 
of personnel; 


-demotion or release for incompetence or 
incapacity to perform the duties of a position.

Northern Careers Program 


, This program was established by the Department 
of Indian and Northern Affairs and is administered by 
the Public Service Commission. Its goal is to increase 
the number of native people in the public service in the 
territories and, additionally, increase the number of 
natives holding management and professional positions. 


Pre-training, on-the-job training, upgrading 
courses and formal education are offered to help 
participants qualify for jobs in all occupational fields 
in the northern service. Also offered is extensive 
career counselling before and during training, as well 
as ongoing evaluation. 


The program is open to all natives from the 
north, whether or not they are already in the federal 
public service, have employment experience or marketable 
skills, or are still in school. However, certain 
residency requirements must be met. Natives must either 
have been born in either territory and lived there, 
excepting trips to the provinces for health or educa- 
tional purposes, or have maintained residency in either 
territory for five years immediately prior to applying 
to the Northern Careers Program.

Women's Program 


The Women's Program provides support to women's 
groups to develop activities specifically designed to 
improve the status of women. The orientation of the 
Program focuses on the essential role of women themselves 
in integrating women's concerns into the policies, 
programs and activities of societal institutions. 


The first priority of the Women's Program is 
to assist women's groups to develop and strengthen 
their role as agents of change. In this regard, resources 
provided by the program include advisory services of 
both the national program staff in Ottawa and field 
staff in various locations across the country, the 
development and distribution of print and audio-visual 
material of interest to women's groups and the provision 
of funding. Funds are provided for projects developed 
by women's groups at the local and national level that 
meet the following program objectives: 


1) to increase women's understanding of 
decision-making structures; 


2) to increase communications linkages 
among status of women groups which will result in 
more concerted action on issues of mutual concern; 


3) to assist women to acquire the range 
of skills (e.g. leadership, evaluation, organizing) 
necessary to stimulate community action on women's 
issues. 


The second area of concern to the Women's 
Program is the role key institutions play in taking 
responsible action on women's issues. Activities 
focus on the following:

This program provides native women with financial 
resources and skill training to help them develop and 
Maintain their cultural identity and to take a more active 
role in the overall struggle of native people to define 
and achieve a place in Canadian society. 


Grants are provided for projects and activities 
open to women of native ancestry, whether status or non- 
status Indian, Metis or Inuit, within the area or region 
served by the project. 


Most granting over the past three years has 
helped native women become organized at the provincial 
level and funded projects which have encouraged greater 
community participation and which have helped native 
women Overcome their sense of isolation. Such projects 
have included leadership training, special workshops 
and the establishment of native women's centres.

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE CANADA 


Unemployment Insurance Canada (also known as 
Unemployment Insurance Commission) offers, besides 
standard unemployment benefits, several benefits including 
illness, retirement and maternity benefits. 
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UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE CANADA 


Maternity Benefits 


If a woman becomes pregnant and is working in a 
job covered by unemployment insurance, or was receiving 
unemployment insurance when she conceived the child, she 
may apply for pregnancy benefits from Unemployment 
Insurance Canada (UIC). 


To be elibible for pregnancy benefits she must 
have worked in insurable employment or have been receiving 
unemployment insurance for at least 10 weeks between the 
30th and 50th week before the baby is due. 


These benefits are paid for a maximum of 15 
consecutive weeks during a period that can begin as early 
as 8 weeks before the expected date of birth and end as 
late as 17 weeks after the actual date of birth. 


When maternity leave benefits end, she may be 
eligible for regular benefits if she is still unemployed, 
physically capable of working and prepared to accept any 
suitable employment. 


In many provinces the last job a woman held 
before the baby was born is protected by provincial law. 
This means that her employer must offer her an equivalent 
job six weeks after her confinement date. In other cases 
her job may be protected by union agreement.
